Further relative to outbreak of plaque on barge at Liverpool. 

Consul Sulis further reports, November 10: 

The authorities have not definitely traced the origin of the plague 
cases at Liverpool beyond the fact that the persons attacked com- 
prised the crew of a barge which is engaged in coaling steamships and 
receiving incoming cargoes. It is thought that the disease may have 
been conveyed in rags which were carried in the barge the day before 
the first man became sick. The barge was known to be infested 
with fleas. The origin of the rags referred to is not known, but they 
were brought to Liverpool in a coasting steamship from Glasgow. 
The authorities seized the rags as soon as plague appeared.
